The above interview took 
place at my store, No ii>(> Main street, sev- 
eral weeks subsequent to tho printing of the 
edition of tho song with the notes.

How BI.VTULS AM MADE.— The brouzo 


statuary just now so popular is manufactured 
by a simple enough process. Ovd- tbe clay 
model is poured n coating of plaster of 
Paris, which, having been allowed lo sol, ir 
taken oil' iu sections, thus affording a hollow 
mould of the figure. From such a mouhl 
is produced a stucco duplicate, cither of tho 
entire staluo or of such a portion Uiereof as 
is intended to bo cast at a time, aud ou this 
again is formed a second mould of grcatet 
thickness and solidity for the reception of 
molten metal. The material used for tho 
final mould is a composition of stucco anc 
brick dust. This is applied in a plastic 
stale to the slucco model, from which ilf 
inner surface taken tho form of the figure. 
Wore slalues cast solid, it would now only 
bo necessary to separate mould from model, 
and ruu metal into Ihe former lill its inte- 
rior was filled. This, however, would in- 
volve absurd waste and in order to econ- 
omize matcrialja solid coro is placed inside 
the mould leaving only such space all rounc 
as will receive tbo thicknesses of meta 
deemed necessary for the work iu hand. 
Tho mould with its core having been thus 
completed and firmly hooped round wilh 
bands of iron, is p^ccd in a kiln to bake to 
perfect dryucss. This precaution is nec- 
essary from tho circumstance lhat oven a 
trace of moisture might on the application 
of molten metal occasion of dangerous ex- 
plosion. In tho case of the casting now in 
question the drying of the mould occupies 
some weeks. On tho removal from the kiln 
tho mould is bitried iu dry earth bolow tho 
floor of tho foundary, only tho aperture for 
receiving tho metal and tha vent hole for 
the escape of nir remaining visible. 


CAim. — There aro many farmers, it is sai 


to say, iu these Uuitod States who conic: 
stock their farms with implements from tho 
waste which goes on on their respective 
farms annually — tho WDisto of manure being 
oue of tho most important of tho items. 
This waslu assumes different forms. 
Tho 


manure from Iho slables frequently lies dur- 
ing the Summer under tho oavos of tho barn 
exposed to rain and nun, "to rot," os tho 
farmer says—really to leach away ils solid 
qualilies and evaporate Iho gaseous sub- 
stances. Rarely is it composted or sheltered. 
Then in nine casosi out of ten the contents 
of tho vaults of tho privies and tho slop and 
wash of the house- aro not utilized, but are 
permitted during Iho long, dry, hot weather 
to give gases which pollute tho atmosphere 
and cause typhoid and other fovcrs. Tho pes- 
tilential, disease breeding fiink holes, aud 
heaps of trash about many n farmer's homo 
if taken care of, deodorized, aud utilized as 
food for plants, would not only become a di- 
rect source of jvcalth but would coano to bo 
the cause of direct and painful loss, for the 
fees paid lo physicians added lo Iho loss of 
time and labor consequent upon just such 
wanton recklessness and flltliliioia, have 
canned many a homestead lo bo mortgaged 
lo und finally go into possession of tho phy- 
sician. Now that the hot weather Is at hand 
and the relaxed bodies of men, women, and 
children aro more subject lo disease than at 
other limes of tlio yoar, those . sources of 
disease should b« looked to.

DoFxACEASn CIVILIZATION WEAKEN THE 


RACE?—Whether tho British race is improv- 
ing or degenerating, the ancestors of the na- 
tion present a conspicuoun example of tho 
law of natural selection.

none but those of tho most vigorous consti- 
tutions to porpotualo a powerful and valianl 
race. At length iitoam aud 'commerce pro- 
duced an enormous increase in the popula- 
tion. Thus, at the beginning of (lie nlnu- 
teonlh century, England was in a mjw social 
situation. The groat French war found tho 
British people ono of Iho mightiest races 
which tho world hnn.ovor noon. Thoy croa- 
tud tho British empire, forming - colunien, 
promoting commerce, arid gaining (he mas- 
lory of tho nous. 
But Iho effect of war, in1- 


gucii Canon Kingiiloy, is lo raverso the laws 
of iialure, and lo CBIIIIO the survival, not of 
the lillest, but of the lorn fit. A elvili/od 
and prosperous pence, liko that which now 
prevails, has a similar tendency.

modern eivlll/.ntloi!. Tlio coBiliiioiillons euro 
of llfo Inlariorra with natural selection an 
fiviroly an(V"'(<n il'i donlr,ioliou by war. Look- 


up at tho subject mo rely from u physical 
)oiut of view, it may be stiid that war kills 
.hose who aro most li£ to live, while oiviliza- 
,ion saves those who are most fit to die. 
i^very sanitary reform increases lh<r average 
eugth of human life hy string persons who 
would olhorwiso have died. Tho majorily 
of these possess tho least power of resis- 
tance, nnd thus preserved to produce in time 
[i still less powerful offspring. 


CoMMKiic-iAi, MANiinra.—It in said llmt 


more than half n million of dollars are now 
Annually paid for commercial fcrliliztiis in 
tlio Now England States. All which are 
now offered for salo, aro analyzed under th o 
direction of 
tho Board of Agriculture ac- 


cording lo law, for Iho protection of the 
farmer againsl fraud. Tbo use of phosphales 
is very highly commended for all old lauds. 
Corn is made moro produclivo by their use 
and tho crop matures earlier which is a 
groat preventive of mischief from curly 
frosts. 
Jiut the English farmers have found 


that it is most profitable lo uso commercial 
manures as a supplement to farm-yard dung; 
that without dung the humus in Iho soil is 
soon exhausted, and chemical manures then 
fail, particularly in a dry season.Mr. Moehi is 
iu favor of stock-feeding and falleniug as 
tho cheapest way of permanently manuring 
Iho laud, although ho also buys both bone 
material and guano as ft supplement to his 
farm-yard dung, which is carefully kept 
undercover to prevent its wasle.

A 
woman may lovo her husband devotedly— 
luay sacrifice fortune, friends, family, coun- 
try for him—she may havo the genius of n 
Sappho, the enchanted beauties of an Ar- 
mida; but —melancholy fact—if with these 
she fails to make his homo comfortable, 
his heart will inevitably escape her. And 
women live so entirely in tho affections, that 
without love, Iheir existanco is n void. Bet- 
ter submil, Ihon, to household tasks, how- 
over repugnant they may be to your tastes, 
than doom yourself to a loveless homo. 
Women of p. higher order of mind will not 
ruu Ibis risk; they know lhat Iheir feminine, 
Iheir dome-tie, are Iheir first duties.

down as a fast fancy fanner, and I am con- 
firmed iu that belief \vhcu I -hoar his wifo 
say, "Wo keep only cows enough to make 
our own butter, it makes BO much liard work 
in tho kitchen, and we doa't raise any garden 
strawberries because our hired man has no 
time to attend to it." 
"Without seeing tho 


farm I can but foel that there are many 
iields on it sadly in want of uudor-draius, 
tlmt there will be more dock, annual weeds, 
and thistles to bo seen on it than clean for- 
Jigo crops, moro hungry, loan animals than 
contented fnt ones: grain crops yearly grow- 
ing less and less, as stock-growing and ma- 
nure-making decreases, and the fast horses 
alone kept fat at the expense of tho other 
farm stock. 
But there are farmers who 


have a weakness for lino horses who do not 
on that account neglect the weightier mat- 
ters of tho law. If such farmers have true, 
well-managing helpmeets in the kitchen, 
tho products of tho dairy cannot fail to en- 
rich both tho farmer and his land, as the in- 
crease iu his farm stock will bo in propor- 
tion to his dniry product, and the more but- 
ter he sells from his farm the more pigs and 
calves liocnn sell without exhausting the 
strength of his land.

A man may be 


able to produce a good crop of corn and yet 
bo a poor orchardist, but it is rare to find a 
first class orchardist who is notjn first class 
farmer. 
A splendid orchard is to the farm- 


er what good bread on tho table ig to tho 
housewife—an index of. Ms thrift, intelli- 
gence, and capacity. 
Trees that are worth 


planting are worth caring for well. It takes 
longer for a tree to grow than for a hill of 
corn; yet there are hundreds of farmers 
who do not give the care of an orchard half 
tho care and labor annually that thoy do an 
acre of com or potatoes. 
But the profits 


from a well kept orchard are always in pro- 
portion to the ^caro expended, and much 
greater in proportion to such care than is 
derived from tho culture of an acre of corn. 
It is timely to state hero that young or- 
chards, planted last Spring, should be now. 
if thoy have not already been, carefully 
mulched. It will save many a tree if it is 
attended to. The Summer droughts are at 
hand and this precautionary work will ba 
found exceedingly profitable.

Mr. Waring's experiment ou Ogilou 1'artu 


proves to him that in a vei-y few yearn he 
will bo able, on that grass-growing island of 
the sea, to *»a a full-grown bovine abun- 
dantly from the product of a single half-acre 
during tho whole season from the middle of 
May to tho middle of November, He thinki 
that the increased production from ooe year 
to the next will be in constant growing 
proportion, tho fertility of the land being 
improved uot only in tho ratio of tho amount 
of manure applied, but also the number of 
cultivations, mid by tho absence of the in- 
jurious effect of animals ."pasturing upon it. 
In feeding twenty cows,' the extra labor of 
manuring, planting, cutting, and feeding 
would require) during tho six months tlie 
services of one man aud one yoke of oxen. 
Hut the man and team employed for soiling 
can render otlie).' assistance on tho farm, 
then tho condition of tho animals will be 
much bettor and their yield of milk greater 
than when pastured in tho field, and no time 
wasted in driving cattle lo ami from the 
field, ami tho fertility and productiveness of 
the land will be incalculably increased by 
the immense accumulation of the richest 
manure. 
Land which this year will soil 


twenty head of cattle, should five years 
.hance soil twitio as many under the aarno 
general treatment, and tho laud may be 
repaatedly cropped with grain, producing 
the best results. 
But Mr. Waring solia 


nothiiir; but butler, pigs, and bull-calves 
from Ugdeu furm, while as ou equivalent, 
he buys oil-cnko and bran for his cows.

We have grown the 3Ied- 


itorraneBn for u number of years, and have 
always had good crops. 
One of our neigh- 


bow grows a lighter-colored wheat, 
the 


seed of which he obtained of John Johnston, 
some years ago, and he had a famous crop 
the past season. 
Wk.eat is frequently grown 


when tho land is to bo seeded to grass; it ia

But 
notwithstanding

fact that wo can grow wheat successfully, 
it ia by no inaarn certain that it is advisable 
for New England fanners to do so,either for 
their own family consumption or for market. 
Wheat, ns is well known, requires a good 
soil; and good soils hore.uear manufacturing 
Tillages and towns, cau generally be used 
for crops that will give better returns than 
wheat, which never gives a largo profit per 
aero even when good. 
One objection also 


is tbo difficulty in threshing it by hand. 
It is much border to thresh than rye—a 
difficulty which does not exist of course 
where itinerant threshing machines can be 
employed, as they are where wheat is raised 
bn a larger scale. 
But tho greatest trouble 


wo hove is to get it ground properly. Our 
custom mills are not made for grinding
